Dear  Tip, 

Thanks  for  the  letter  of  July  29.  I  have  a  D.W.  Alderman  &  Sons  Co.  Bi— metallic 
IO0  in  poor  condition  and  would  like  to  upgrade  it  if  possible.  Does  your  son  in 
Pendleton  collect  tokens?  If  so,  what.  In  response  to  your  question  about  how  I 
feel  about  NSCA  adding  textile  mill  tokens  to  its  offical  list  it  would  be  this. 

I’ve  collected  South  Carolina  tokens  now  for  about  5  years  and  most  of  the  tokens 
from  the  Piedmont  section  of  the  state  are  textile  related  in  one  way  or  another. 
There  have  been  over  500  different  textile  companies  located  in  South  Carolina 
(Probably  some  of  these  are  the  pame  plant  under  diflferent  companies)  and  most 
of  them  used  tokens  in  one  capacity  or  another.  The  only  problem,  with  mill  store 
tokens,  however,  is  that  most  of  the  mills  destroyed  their  tokens  in  one  manner 
or  another  and  most  are  very  scarce.  There  are  some  exceptions.. to  this  and  these 
tokens  are  very  common.  Probably  the  same  way  in  N.C.  and  Ga.  I’ve  never  seen 

any  mill  store  tokens  from  New  England  nor  have  I  seen  any  on  any  mail  bid  or 

slae  sheet  in  the  5i  years  of  token  collecting.  That’s  problem  No.  One.  The 
second  problem  is  that  thereK  just  doesn’t  seem  to  be  that  many  folks  around  that 
collect  mill  store  tokens  as  such.  I’ve  know  a  couple  in  my  area  but  they’re 
not  serious  collectors.  Most  mill  store  tokens  get  in  state  collector’s  hands. 

If  adding  mill  tokens  to  the  coal  and  lumber  scrip  of  NSCA  would  help  promote 
mill  store  collecting  and  bring  some  of  them  out  of  their  shell,  then  I  would  like 
to  see  it.  However,  I  just  don’t  see  much  reason  to  add  mill  tokens  to  NSCA  at 
this  time.  What  may  be  a  better  system  would  be  to  add  all  ORCO  and  Master  Metal 
Scrip  instead.  This  wrould  bring  in  quite  a  lot  of  the  mill  store  tokens.  Otherwise, 
what  would  be  the  nextgroup  of  tokens  that  someone  would  like  to  see  added  to 
NSCA’s  list.  Should  mill  store  tokens  be  added,  I  coihld  help  provide  quite  a  bit 
of  information  about  S.C.  tokens  that  fit  into  the  mill  fcbore  category.  About 
half  or  more  of  the  S.C.  mill  store  tokens  do  not  have  the  name  such  as  Limestone 

Mill  Store  but  the  name  of  the  store  owner  such  as  Ervin  &  Co.  Quite  a  few  of  the 

mill  storess  around  here  were  privately  owend  where  the  mill  would  issue  the  tokens 
>^for  the  store  and  then  reimburse  the  store  up  to  10$  of  the  value  of  tokens  redeemed 
for  the  mill  employees.  There  seemed  to  be  a  pattern  such  as  the  following 
2  Mill  owned  store  and  issued  tokens  or  paper  scrip 

S  Mill  got  out  of  store  business  and  turned  it  over  to  a  privately  owned  person  and 
^  provided  tokens  to  their  employees  via  an  arrangement  with  the  store  owner. 
c“ Mill  got  out  of  store  business  and  a  Co-operative  was  set  up  with  the  mill  issuing 
15  tokens  via  an  agreement  with  the  co-op. 

jO  Mill  quite  offering  tokens  to  employees  [early  AO’s  to  about  l95l]  MBs&xKixitxxfcwrKX 
The  last  mill  store  I  know  of  quite  using  tokens  in  1952.  Some  lumber  companies  in 
o  the  lower  part  of  the  state  used  them  until  later.  One  still  does. 

Jflf  I  could  find  m  ill  store  tokens,  then  I  probably  would  have  a  secondary  collection 
0  of  them  but  few  have  I  seen.  Most  of  the  mill  store  tokens  on  mail  bids  have  been 
■J:  tokens  I  uncovered  and  traded  to  someone. 

zz  What  I  wuld  like  to  see  instead  of  adding  another  token  interest  to  NSCA  is  to  have 
lE  a  section  of  the  mail  bid  devoted  to  something  other  than  coal  and  lumber  such  as 
a)  tokens  in  general  from  east  of  the  mississippi.  I  picked  up  about  6  S.C.  tokens 
listed  some  time  ago  from  the  mail  bid  section  of  NSCA.  Since  METCA  doesn’t  come 
^  out  anymore  there’s  not  much  of  a  place  for  collectors  to  look  except  to  private 
a,  individuals  or  companies,

g  Well 1  I  kinda  rambled  a  little  but  I  hope  you  get  the  idea.  I  get  over  to  Anderson

Fon  youn  beneilt  In  connection  with  the  publication  expense  oi  the  Scnip  Talk 
bulletin,  the  publication  and  postage  ion  the  TAMS  Jounnal  last  yean  was  $13,369.46 
and  the  entlne  pnoceeds  inom  dues  was  $8,484.95  and  adventlslng  nevenue  was  only 
$1,394.  14.  Thus,  appnoxlmatzly  $3,600.  had  to  be  made  up  inom  Investment  income  to 
keep  th.e  publication  go.ina.  TAMS  hat  secunities  oi  appnoximate  value  oi  $135,000.

In  many,  many  contactA  that  I  had  with  dealers 
and  otherA  interested  in  tokens,  I  was  told  that  nothing  could  be  expected  in  the 
coal  and  lumber  token  feeld  until  a  book  or  books  are  available  to  collectors  and 
dealers  on  pricing,  token  information,  etc.  ( Are  you  listening ,  Von  Edkins  and 
Stuart  Brown?)  We  have  a  major  effort  facing  us  to  make  the  collecting  publcc 
aware  of  the  great  possibilities  offered  with  coal  and  lumber  tokens. 

A s  for  Slew  York  City  in  general,  I'm  proud  to  be  just  a  " country  boy"..  I 

would  not  want  to  live  in  the  city .  a  breakfast  of  two  eggs  and  three  smalt 

link  sausages  at  $3.75  -  the  banquet  meal  at  $ 16.00  -  the  $ 53.00  charged  to  one 

lady  to  have  her  hair  set  before  one  of  the  banquets  - just  a  few  of  the  reasons  I 

will  stay  in  the  country....  Really,  you  wouldn't  believe  the  street  scenes....

An  Act  to  Provide  For  the  Incorporation  and  Regulation  of  Certain  Corporations: 

Section  43.  Every  manufacturing ,  mining ,  or  quarrying  company  incorporated 

imder  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  confined  exclusively  to  the  purposes 

of  its  creation ,  as  specified  in  its  charter ,  and  no  such  company  shall 

manufacture  or  sell  any  commodity  or  articles  of  merchandise  other  than  those 
therein  specified. 


do  such  company  shall  engage  in  nor  shall  it  permit  any  of  its  employees  or 
officials  to  engage  in  the  buying  or  selling  upon  the  lands  possessed  by  it  of 
any  wares ,  goods ,  or  commodities  or  merchandise ,  other  than  those  specified  in 
thevr  charter  or  necessary  for  the  manufacture  of  the  same. 


No  such  company  shall  permit  to  be  withheld  or  authorize  or  direct  the  with¬ 
holding  of  wages  due  any  of  its  operatives  or  employees  by  reason  of  the  sale 
or  furnishing  oj  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  by  any  person  to  such  operatives 
or  employees,  unless  the  same  be  withheld  by  reason  of  and  in  obedience  to  due 
process  of  law ;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prohibit  any  such  company 

f  cm  supplying  to  its  employees  oil,  powder,  and  other  articles  and  implements 
necessary  for  or  used  in  mining .
